HONORS FOR BURGOMASTER 
WHO WAS VICTIM OF HOAX. 


Man Who Fell Prey of Cobbler of 
Koepenick is Appointed Mayor 
of Lomza. 


BERLIN, via London, Nov. 6—Burgo- 
master Langenhaus of Koepenick has 
ben appointd mayor of Lomza, Poland. 
The burgomaster is well known for his 
experience in 1906 with the notorious 
“ false Capt. von Koepenick.’ 


William Voight, the false “Capt. von 
Koepenick,” in October, 1906, gave ail 
the world, including Germany, cause for 
much amusement as the result of a trick 
played on the authorities of Koepenick, a 
smal] town near Berlin. 

Voight, a shoemaker, was parading the 
streets of Berlin on Oct. 16; 1906, in the 
uniform of a captain of the guards, when 
he met a detachment of twelve soldiers. 
He produced a forged order authorizing 
him to take command and the men rec- 
ognized hie authority. 

He then ordered them to march to 
Koepenick, where they arrested the 
burgomaster, Herr Langenhaus, and the 
treasurer, and tock possession of the 
cagh, $1,000. Voight explained that the 
government had discovered irregularities 
in the municipal administration. 

Voight’s ruse was soon discovered and 
he was sent to prison.

The device congists of a track extending 
along the ship’s after deck, upon Which is 
a car. An seroplane lands on thé device 
from the air ahd is secured.to thé car. 
On launching the car is driven down the 
track until it has attained high speed. 
Then it is brought to a sudden stop end 
the aeroplene, released from its moorings, 
soars into the air, having been shot over 
the cruiser’s stern at a speed of fifty miles

Feared a Dictator. 

Millerand was shrewd enough to 
realize this, to appreciate his own lack 
of the requisite qualifications for his 
office, due to his civilian status and foren- 
sic rather than military training; and 
so he made way for Gen. Galliieni, as- 
auring the new premier, Briand, his old 
time friend and colleague, of his loyal 
support of the reorganized administre- 
tions. 

Joseph Gallieni, now entrusted as min- 
ister of war with the control of the French 
army, and with the defenses of the na- 
tion, is a yery remarkabie man, one of 
the ablest in the military service of 
the republic, ranking with Gen. Hubert 
Lyautey, the commander-in-chief and 
conqueror of Morocco, and Gen. Alfred 
Dodds, the gallant mulatto commander 
to whom France is indebted for the 
possession of the great kingdom of Da- 
homey, and@ of her «ntire huge empire 
in western and central Africa. 

The names of Lyautey, of Dodds, and 
of Gallieni, form a class entirely apart, 
alike in military and in populer estima- 
tion. They are regarded, like Joffre, 
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| soldiers,

no secret that if Lyautey was kept on 
in’ Moreceo as ‘governor gefieral, in- 
stead of receiving a command tn France, 
when he had completed his conquest of 
that Moorish empire, and if Gallieni 
and Dodds were pushed aside, until the 
beginning of the war, it was because of 
the jealousy and fear by the authertties 
that the popularity and presiigé of these 
men might result in one or another being 
forced by his countrymen into the posi- 
tion of a dictator.

Gallieni, although a native of the south 
of France, is of Italian origin and has an 
Italian wife. Sixty-six yeare of age and 
a graduate of St. Cyr, he is, like Lyautey 
and Joffre, a veteran of the war of 1870. 
Like them, his military career has been 
almost entirely in those colcnies which 
furnish the finest opportunity to French 
and above all to French com- 
manders. to learn the art of actual warfare 
as distinguished from sham fighting. 


But Gallient’s principal success: was his 
completion of the conquest and pacifica- 
tion of the great island of Madagascar, 
off the east coast of Africa, where he 
spent ten long years converting this for- 
merly barbarous kingdom into a wonder- 
fully rich and well ordered dependency, 
crossing it with a network of railroad 
ines and highways, developing its im- 
mense mincral and agricultural resources, 
and, above all, placing it on a richly pay- 
ing basis. 

Gallien! ts in fact a soldier of the same 
complex type as Kitchener; that is to say, 
extremely lucid in his ideas, absolutely 
fearless, a wonderful organizer and ad- 
ministrator, and of iron determination.

A SURVIVAL OF THE COMIC SPIRIT. 
The comic spirit ought to be able to survive a 
cataclysm. If it cannot its comedy is spurious, It 
was philosophical and acceptive in fair weather. 
It ran for shelter and whimpered in foul. Its pre- 
tense that it saw life and was jovial because fully 
perceptive and cognizant would thus disappear. 

A war full of hates has been foul weather for the 
philosophy humor. Its sense of relative values and 
of proportion, its composure and its Olympian for- 
bearance, its-prescience and tolerance have been 
toppled over. Comedy cannot be venomous. It 
must be conscious of the beam as well as perceptive 
of the mote. It may love a locality, but it cannot 
‘be blind to the grotesqueries of that locality. 

The philosophy of humor ought to be the most 
stable quality. Astonishment is nut one of its 
attributes. What happens was to be expected by 
humor which had perceived before the demonstra- 
tion that precisely the demonstrated capacity for 
the unusual had existed under the surface of con- 
“wention and preciseness. 

If it could be astonished it would confess that it 
had not known the follies of the human race. The 
pure intellectuals who do not pretend to laugh at 
the serious manifestations of humanity exploded at 
the beginning of the war and the humorous philoso- 
phers who do pretend to went quickly after them. 

The one which has held on as if determined to 
come through the test regardless of its shocks ‘s 
Punch of London. The achievement of this publi- 
cation deserves comment. It is notable. With 
must of England in a swelter of sentiment and 
much of it in a rage, Mr. Punch has kept his feet 
and walked serenely. The Briton has not been 
stripped of his foibles by the test of war and Mr.

A writer in a London publication declares that | 


there is no question of the United States entering 
What he is interested to know is 
whether America will enter the world. 

It is certainly true that the United States was not 
of the world when the war began. Our interests 
were philanthropic, or we pretended they were, whea- 
ever any international affair was called to our at- 
tention. Wells used to call us Aunt Dove, and pic- 
ture us as a rich old maid, who scolded her less 
fortunate neighbors for belng poor, or spanked them 
if they were small enough to be spanked. Except 
for occasional spasms of attempting to reform the 
world, the United States has been aloof and com- 
fortable. 

When war came, nations knew us too well to 
pay much attention to us. There were rumors, for 
instance, in Japan, when she prepared to attack 
the German colonies, that the United States had 
lodged protest and had already sent the Atlantic 
fleet through the Panama canal. The premier knew 
better. He called together the Tokio newspaper- 
men to make scornful denial Such action would 
>be unthinkable of a people of American temper. 
He knew us. He knew that if the Atlantic fleet 
had sailed he would have known all about it weeks 
in advance. 

Since that time we have got into the world. We 
have asserted doctrines and made threats. We are 
caught unescapably in world politica. We shall 
have to live up to them or be scorned as Mexico 
‘new scorns us. 

Our danger is that we do not know that we are 
in the world. And when a crisis arises, Okuma, or 
any other diplomat, knowing our parochial habits 
of thought, will teach us how to think. But who- 
ever he is he will first extract a large fee, 


GOVERNMENT AND PUBLICITY. . 

The United States government has made a mod- 
est start at giving authoritative publication to facts 
relating to the foreign affairs of the nation. It is 
our custom to permit political campaigns or investi- 
gating comunittees to develop information regarding 
government proceedings which have not been had !n 
the light of day. Politics has not concerned itself 
much with foreign affairs, and administrations, for 
reasons of policy or timidity, do not always deal 
frankly with the newspapers regarding them. 

The democracy of Great Britain is a more candid 
one than ours. 
degree of accountability than ours. It is not only 
gubjected to question in parliament, where the min- 
istry is expected to explain its purpose or convince 
the nation that public policy requires secrecy or 
reticence for the time being. Also the British gov- 
ernment makes an authoritative publication of facts 
in the conduct of foreign affairs, as does virtually 
every government in Europe. This is done before 
interest in the subject has cooled and while the 
public is seeking information in order to form

Japan was paid and paid well for her recent 
adherence to the agreement not to conclude separate 
peace with the enemies of: the entente allies. 

The precise details of what she expects ‘to get 
out of the situation cannot be known, will not be 
known in full probably until some diplomat indis- 
creetly dies and leaves a memoir, but Count Okuma, 
the premier, has given two reasons. Japan, he says, 
does not want to be involved in a war with Ger- 
many after the conclusion of a European peace. 
Japan also sees a chance of becoming one of the 
powers with a hand in European politics. 

But these advantages alone were apparent over 
n year ago. Japan waited a year and two months 
before actually becoming one of the allies. Her 
delay had a good reason and as usual her moves 
may be interpreted in terms of China. 


portunity to help themselves to China, and by virtue 
of the Anglo-Japanese treaty the European powers 
of course were compelled to allow the capture of the- 
German leased province of Kiau-Chau, 

But Japan believed also that she could go farther, 
for although the Anglo-Japanese alliance expressly 
acknowledges the independence of China and Korea, 
it also permits the use of force in case the interests 
of either Japan or England in these lands are in 
jeopardy. Japan rather over jumped her case. Eng- 
land would not stand for a grab of so outrageous 
a nature as Japan proposed to make. And Japan 
receded somewhat. There was not sufficient justifi- 
cation in the eyes of Europe for demands so radi- 
cal. So Japan has limited itself to acts against 
China which England could conveniently overlook. 

Japan has been busy. A correspondent for the 
Peking Gazette recently made a tour of Manchuria 
and published his data. His charges against Japan 
come under three heads: Japanese are selling mor- 
phine on a commercial basis throughout Manchuria, 
under the guise of patent medicines; her police 
encourage local disturbances and harboring banditti 
in their settlements where the Chinese officials have 
no jurisdiction; and she is setting up in China an 
independent postal system which is supplanting the 
Chinese imperial system. 

If his revelations are to te believed, Japan wants 
China to create a disturbance in order that she 
may be justified in settling it. He boldly asserts 
that Japan makes treaties with China simply to 
have tangible proofs ready for the European powers 
of her benevolent intent. It is easy for the Japanese 
to conceal] the facts. “In most cases,” he adds 
significantly “even the Chinese government officials, 
knowing themselves powerless, prefer to remain 
silent as to the true state of affairs rather than 
give prominence to any singular occurrence.” 

His list of singular occurrences is long and espe- 
cially singular around Mukden, the termina] of the 
Japanese Imperial railway from Fusan. 

Japanese officials have established barracks for 
their soldiers in the Chinese city, and outside of the 
Japanese concession. They have established police 
boxes throughout the Chinese city, the consul gen- 
eral simply averring that the exigencies of the mo- 
ment demanded it. The Japanese police have made 
arrests in the Chinese city and have refused to turn 
over the prisoners to Chinese authorities. In one 
case a.detachment of Japanese soldiers marched 
about the city with a band, at a time when the 
feeling was particularly high, and sang the Japanese 
national anthem before the law college, where the 
Chinese students, the most patriotic class in the 
country, are domiciled.

Witbout English permission to go ahead, Japan 
found these the only possible tactics. But Japan 
had something to offer to England which grew in 
importance as English diplomacy in the Balkans 
failed. It was assurance of loyalty. 

It is doubtful if at first England wanted Japan 
so completely in alliance. Her own Japanese prob- 
lems in Australia and British Columbia would make 
for dissension in her colonies. But the agreement 
is more desirable now. Japan's price for this further 
assistance can only be guessed at. 

If she has persus#ed England to overlook aggres- 
sion in China, we may expect first a disturbance by 
the Chinese, then a policy of pacification by the 
Japanese. Pacifying China is one of Japan's favorite 
national policies. She does not do it for nothing.

A sister of Prince Kin- 
sky Is the wife of Prince Montenuovo, grand 
master and principal dignitary of the court of 
Vienna, and grandson of Napoleon's consort, Em- 
press Louise, by the union which she contracted 
with her one-eyed‘ Austrian chamberlain, Count 
Neipperg.

E are told by the newspapers that 
a eugenics program is presently 
W to be pushed under the direc- 
| tions of the eugenics record of- 
fice. This program is to have a 
heavy financial’ backing. I do not know 
the details of this program, but since it 
may be, and probably is, along the same 
lines as indicated in a paper by Mr. H. 
H. Laughlin, superintendent of the 
ugenics record office, it will be worth 
while knowing the proposals contained 
im that paper. The paper was read be- 
fore the first national conference on race 
betterment. 

The plan is one for cutting off the supply 
of defectives—by education, restriction, 
segregation, and sterilization. These four 
measures complement each other. The 
proposals as to each are interesting, but 
especial attention is given ip this paper 
to the last two. 

The tendency of the stock is to purify it- 
self. Most of the inheeited tendencies tend 
to digappear from the stock. But a cer- 
tain proportion of the people are so far 
below the average level that few or none 
of their progeny can ever hope to reach a 
level of good citizenship. 

From a study of the figures furnished by 
the last three censuses, including a com- 
parison of the figures of 1910 with those 
of the preceding censuses, the rate of 
growth of the proportion of defectives to 
sound persons is determined. It is as- 
sumed, though the assumption is probably 
not justified, that people very low in the 
social scale raise larger familiey than 
those higher up. From this cata the 
number of children inevitably born to be 
burdens on society is calculated for each 
year up to 1985. 

Based on these figures a plan for sterili- 
gation of a part of the population of de- 
fectives each year is outlined. The pro- 
gram is outlined so as to entirely eliminate 
those in the lowest stages of unfitness by 
1985. |

In the year 1915, 8 of 1 per cent of the 
total population of the United States are 
segregated in institutions being cared for 
at the expense of the @eople. That is 8 
out of every 1,000 Of these 10 per cent 
would be sterilized. The total number 
of sterilizations required in this year 
would be 80,000. In 1020 the total popula- 
tion of the United States will be 110,000,000 
(estimated). The percentage of the total 
population that will then bein institutions 
will be .840 or 840 per 100,000. There would 
be or should be 924,000 people in institu-

much below the average level that they 
should not be allowed to propagate their 
kind and sterilization is done that they 
cannot do 80. 

Let those who are disposed to condemn a 
proposal of this character becauee they 
think that some good citizens have sprung 
from poor parentage or because they 
think not enough is known about inherit- — 
ance note that Mr.Laughiin only proposes 
to sterilize the bottom 10 per cent. To be 
on the safe side he assumes that nine out , 
of every ten of those who are now in in- 
stitutions could beget their kind without 
detriment to the stock; that society can 
assimilate and regenerate a certain pro- 
portion of those born with ged inherit- 
ance, but that the children born to the 
parents who constitute the bottom 10 per 
cent can never become good citizens. By 
sterilizing those below_a certain level 
every year the stock would be cleaned to 
the point where it could keep itself clean 
by the year 1985. Itigaa seventy year pro- 
gram thatis outlined. Between now and 
1985 400,000,000 people will be born in the 
United States. The plan means that 16,- 
000,000 wlJl be sterilized in that length of 
time. Laughiin estimates that the lowest 
10 per cent of the population are reasona- 
biy certain to bring forth defective chil- 
dren when they propagate. —

In a study of 701 normal and 1,054 sub- 
normal families Laughlin found that the 
average number of children in the normal 
family was 4.6. Where one or both par- 
ents were subnormal the average number 
of children to the family was 4.4. The in- 
fant mortality of the subnormal families 
was a little more than twice as high as 
among the children of the normal fami- 
lies. As 1,755 families is not a large num- 
ber and conclusions drawn from 60 small 
a number might be misleading, Laughlin 
determined to be on the safe side by al- 
lowing a child-producing rate for the sub- 
hormal families 5 per cent greater than 
that for the normal families. 

In order to carry out the program it is 
necessary to increase the number of in- 
stitutions somewhat more rapidly than 
the population increases. The rate of 
increase proposed by Laughlin is the rate 
of increase of population plus 5 per cent 
for every five years. 

An essential part of the program is that 
the subnormal be placed in institutions 
as soon after puberty as possible. At the 
present time the average age of people 
at the time of commitment to institutions 
lies in the earlier years of reproductive 
life except the penitentiary convicts and 
the insane. The average age of the people 
sent to prison in 1912 was 32.21 years and 
of the people sent to asylums, 34.7 yeara, 
An important part of the proposal is 
that no immigrants below the dead line 
be allowed to enter the country. If 90 
per cent of the people of this country are 
above a certain level and are working to 
prevent reproduction by the 10 per cent 
who are below it they should demand that 
the government exclude all immigrants 
of the levels under control. There would 
be no justice in allowing foreigners more 
leniency than is given our own people. 

Laughlih does not think that isolated 
state laws can accomplish much. To be 
successful the movement should be na- 
tion-wide. As to the cost—the cost of 
caring for the helpless members of so- 
clety under the proposed plan would in 
less than a generation fall much below 
the present cost. 

As to the legality of laws for such a 
plan, Laughlin saye that good lawyers 
have given opinions that such laws are 
not in opposition to the fourteenth amend- 
ment. 

He calis attention to the fact that when 
we fashion a superior breed of animals 
we only make use of the top one to 10 
per cent for breeding. The remaining 
90 to 99 per cent are rejected. This plan 
only rejects the bottom: 10 per cent. But 
it is a program of negative eugenics, of 
saving the stock from pollution by that 
tenth which is unraisable. The program 
for the elevation of the 90 per cent is one 
of education in a very broad senee.

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during which the plan is under operation. 
I bave lived in a town of about twice that 
size. In thinking over the situation I am 
sure the people could easily agree on ten 
so definitely and hopelessly subnormal 
that they should be sterilized. There is 
no question but that a commission with 
knowledge of inheritance and acquainted 
with the personal and family histories of 
the people of the community could agree 
On one person in that community who 
should be sterilized. There would be at 
least one as to whom there would be 
no shadow of doubt in anybody's mind. 
In fact, requests for the operation would 
come from several members of the com- 
munity. The major portion of these re- 
quests would come from criminals, in- 
sane, drug habitués, and prostitutes. It 
has been found by experience that many 
men and some women doomed to confine- 
ment in an institution are anxious to be 
sterilized. On the other hand, idiots and 
the feeble minded would not apply. They 
would agree to the proposal, though they 
would not apply for the operation. 


When we look ig any of the well 
known histories of @egenerate families, 
such as that of the Kalikak family, we 
find that the descent was from a feeble 
minded woman and not from a feeble 
minded man, The initiative in sex rela- 
tions is with the male. The feeble minded 
and the idiots are so feeble in sex impulse 
that they are practically never guilty of 
initiative in sex relations. This means 
that very few feeble minded and idiotic 
males propagate. On the other hand, the 
feeble minded are without decision, char- 
acter, and capacity for resistance. The 
feeble minded female has no menta! pow- 
ers of resistance. Feeble minded and 
idiotic females are very prone to bring 
large families into the world. Their 
children are defective in one way or an- 
other. Possibly the plan for a town of 
1,200 would be to aterilize a below the 
deadline male one year and a feeble mind- 
ed female the next. 

The operation on the male is very sim- 
ple. It can be done by any physician 
who knows surgical cleanliness and has 
some acquaintance with anatomy. It 
requires a simple small incision through 
the skin. No body cavity is opened. The 
patient need not be in bed for more than 
a few hours and he need not be quiet for 
more than a week.

Together with his charm the French officer has retained a traditional 
French quality of more importance, and that is his sense of chivalry—of doing 
certain things because they are beautiful to do and not doing others use 
they are ugly and such as no high minded man can bring himself to do. In 
this fiercest and most brutal of wars the French have distinguished them- 
selves by their chivalry. When they take prisoners, their captives are often 
surprised at the kindness they receive. ‘“ Every prisoner must tell us his 
Game,” a staff officer said to me. “But all other informatiog is voluntary. 
We question them, but do not force them to answer.” An excellent example 
of this chivalrous spirit is the order of a general commanding in the small 


and a half given to all French women whose natural supporters are serving 
in the French army should be also given to those Alsatian women whose 
husbands were with the German armies. “They are French women; it is not 
their fault that their husbands are serving the enemy,” he said. Contrast 
this with the treatment that Luxemburg has received at the hands of the 
Germans! 

The German theory that war is war, in which there is no place for 
“soft hearted” sentimentality—what other people know as chivalry—even 
toward the defenseless and noncombatants ig resented by the French officer. 
In spite of asphyxiating gas, submarine murders, rape, arson, and violence, 
he still preserves his ideal of chivalry. “ We do not make war against women 
and children, against the old and the defenseless, against monuments,” ex- 
claimed one general, with curling lip and intensely scornful yoice. “There is 
our ideal of honorable warfare!” and he pointed to a little old faded picture 
of Jean d’Are that adorned the wall of the messroom in the military club at 
Commercy. “We French, thank God, have fought a chivalrous war, thus 
far,” he concluded. No doubt a German general hearing him would laugh 
at such “sentimental weakness.” It is just because the Frenchman is ex- 
alted by this idea of chivalry, because the German is taught to sneer at it 
as sentimental that the two peoples can never meet on g common ground. 
There is not room in this world for the two ideals. 

A further sting to the Frenchman ig that in this war against monu- 
‘ments and noncombatants there are many of his enemies whom he had re- 
ceived hospitably to residence in his country, who lived long years, appar- 
ently friendly, in French towns and cities, only to depart on the eve of war 
to assist the enemies of France with the information gained by their knowl, 
edge of the country. That is legal, even human, but it does not seem to the 


F’'renchman—chivalrous. 
O friends and relatives. They give much more vitality than the stuff 

the war correspondents write of the characters of these civilian heroes. 
Some of them are the most moving “human interest” stories I have 
ever read. The French novelist, Henri Bordeaux, has gathered up two sets 
of such home letters, written by two young officers fresh from the military 
school at the outbreak of the war. He calls his little autobiographies, “ The 
New Youth of France.” One of these boy officers was killed after being 
wounded twice previously and returning to his duties; the other has disap- 
peared, last being seen defending himself with his revolver against the enemy. 
The sense of devotion to their men, of high idealism about their calling, is 
remarkable in these fugitive letters, written in: the lull of the storm from time 
to time. They grew old fast, those two boys, under the terrible experiences 
of the first months of the war, but they did not lose their enthusiasm for the 
cause, their faith in France, their devotion to the men under them, 

It is an old tradition of the military academy of St. Cyr that its graduates 
should go into their first battle in full dress, with white gloves and full dress 
uniform in red and gold—prepared for their bride. Many of the youthful 
officers thus sacrificed themselves, in obedience to the tradition, until the 
authorities forbade them to expose themselves to the enemy's fire.

T is one of the favorite similes used in political discussion to 
compare America to a crucible. The individuals who belong 
to different races, nations, religions, confessions are thrown 
into this melting pot, where they tundergo certain changes

I beg to confess that the com- 
parison which appears so adequate at the first glance seems 
faulty to me in an important point’ The unknown coa- 
versationalist who first put it on the market of thoughts 
treated the individuals as entirely passive beiags. A mys- 
terious power is subjecting them to a series of trials and 
they suffer without any volition of their own; they react 
: unconsciously, but they do not know anything about the 
aim of the experiment; they are matter, chemicals, atoms, molecules, or what- 
ever you want to call them. 

The millions who are living within the territory of the United States are 
not quite as dull, as impotent, as these molecules. To a certain degree they 
shape their owp lives; they influence the lives of other people; they form 
opinions, lay do rules, judge and punish offenses against these rules, and all 
in all do consciously creative work. The result of this work, which we ail 
would like to be the masterpiece of historical life, is the American soul. 

The soul of a nation is never finished like a palpable work of art—St. 


It is growingeor decaying, flowering or withering— 
it, and the more deeply we are imbued with the true artist’s feeling of respon- 
sibility the better the result will be. It is an entrancing vision to think that 
all the nations are coming to this country and giving their best to eregt a 

There are two ways of doing this. The first is to educate and improve 
ourselves; the second to influence our fellowmen and the institutions of this 
country. Both endeavors are inseparable from each other—while we are trying 
others by our example, and while we are trying to teach the others, to protect 
and foster the right, to prevent and fight the wrong, we are raising ourselves 
to a higher intellectual and moral scale.

If 
they had read it they would 
have realized that while death 
is a thing which no man can 
avoid war is a thing that no 
nation can escape. Like death, 

a! it is life’s concomitant. 

On the first page of the first chronicle, two broth- 
ers stand face to face. Their ideas conflict. One 
kills the other. The brothe1s are succeeded by clans. 
There are tents and passions, There are families, 
faces, nations. Sut always the conflict of ideas, 


always the war that ensues.

Occasionally they were dyked. In every hundred 
years there were seven or .eight and sometimes, 
though rarely, as many as fifteen, when there was 
peace in the world. There were even efforts to 
promote it.

The hope proved, as any such hope must prove, 
chimerical, Besides, the flag had been waved before. 
Kant found it when rummaging in the pandects 
of Justinian, from which Grotius had already dis- 
entangled and, what is more, had offered it to the 


while dinner pails full and the diners fuller were 
Arcadian in their charm, yet, let that sort of thing 
continue and be repeated elsewhere, overpopulation 
would ensue and the bumperest harvests be insuffi- 
cient to go around.

For about the same interval 
as there has been hitherto the world will be at 
peace, Meanwhile, no nation ever had peace until 
it had war, and then any peace has been but a 
preparation for wars to come and the warriors to be.

If you expect him only to breathe in 
the American spirit you forget that he has to breathe ont, too; otherwise he 
will explode and die, and I hope you will not go so far as to say: “ There is 
no good hyphenated but a dead one.”

HERE is no danger in the hyphen. The hyphen, may it be English, Rus» 
sian, Scandinavian, or whatsoever, stands for enrichment of our mind, 
enlargement of our scope. Of course the individual must not demand 
to be a teacher only; he must be willing to be a pupil, too. But every 

American will concede that the immigrants are very obedient and ductile pupils. 
They are too much, too indiscriminately, so. They ought to accept what is 
good in the American character and they ought to oppose what is bad.

‘There is only one quality which is indispensable if a foreign born citizen 

wants to be useful here—he must love the country. It he does not love this 
country with an unreasoned love, a love stronger than logic, he had better go 
back to where he came from. If, after a few years of sojourn, he does not 
love the country , « « good-by! Should any one ask the naive question 
how he can be sure that he does I shall give him the means of making an 
infallitle diagnosis. You love a woman when you love her faults. Observe 
yourself when they are mentioned, and notice if you smile amusedly, ‘indul- 
gently. If you do, you love her. Love is not necessarily blind, but mostly 


when people talk to me about American shortcomings I realize that if I assent — 


I assent without any bitterness. Generally rather inclined to pessimism, I am 
optimistic about this matter. There is so much time before us and this country 
is the land of “ unlimited possibilities.” 

If you think of a friend do not think of him as he was in his weakest 
hours, but imagine him as he was when you loved him most profoundly. It is 
the same about a nation. As I said, it is our right and our duty to criticize, 
to teach, to improve, but, while we are fighting onr way towards a brighter 
future, we must see before our inward eye the nation as it was in the hours 
when it seemed to us most worthy of our love and allegiance. 

To be extreme is to be trivial. Is it not a little extreme to ask, with an 
air of aggrieved doubt, if the hyphenated Americans would do their duty in a 
war against their old country? Discussions like that are academic in the worst 
sense of the word, and not without danger, either. The defendants can answer 
the insulting question very easily: We certainly will. There is no need of 
high sounding words or protestations, as American history proves that the 
immigrants have always done whatever they could for their adoptive country. 
The immigrants, the hyphenated . . . does not it all sound a little 
ridiculous: for who are the “real” Americans? I have been living in this 


country for five years, and I feel just as “real” as if I were a descendant of 
one of the F. F. V. It all depends on the fact whether you are in sympathy

HE practical note is certainly being 

sounded these days in the French 

models which are coming to us from 

the other side of the water.

If, however, you insist upon being 
stylish in spite of wrinkles and every- 
thing, you can help your neck a whole 
lot by massaging it every night afer the 
colar has been worn. Use a good skin 
food and rotate the muscles firmly in a 
slanting direction from under the chin 
toward the shoulders, and from the mid- 
dle of the throat backward and upward 
toward the ear. 

I know a girl who suffered from severe 
headaches and eyeaches every time she 
wore a high, stiff, tight collar. The last 
thing she, thought of laying the blame 
upon was the collar. She finally went to 
a physician. It was discovered she had 
a small goiter, and the pressure upon 
the thyroid gland in her neck was the 
cause of the eye and head aches. 

Ever so many women have this swelling 
of the neck. Sometimes it Is scarcely no- 
ticeable, and again the swelling will be so 
noticeable as to cause its owner much un- 
happiness about appearance. Unless the 
trouble with the thyroid gland is quite 
obvious, the bést thing to do about it is 
to try to forget it. A very full neck used 
to be considered a beauty asset. The old 
artists invariably painted their women 
with full. throats. The trouble may be 
regulated by a healthier mode of living, 
eating good, wholesome food, plenty of 
vegetables and fruit, and living outdoors 
a great deal and exercising. 

There is nothing especially serious about 

the enlargement of the thyroid gland, un- 
less, of course, it is noticeable, in which 
case no time should be lost fn consulting 
a physician. But under no consideration 
should tight fitting neck bands be worn 
where there is any indication of this trou- 
ble. 
When the’ throat is full at {ts base or 
concave in shape—indicating thyroid 
gieand disosder—your appearance may be 
greatly improved by choosing the right 
neck line for your collar. The square or 
round neck line never should be worn on 
such throats. A V-shaped neck line is 
becoming to the full throat, and often 
succeeds in hiding completely tthe full- 
ness. Where there is this fullness it is 
better to wear the collar close to the neck 
at both sides, allowing the V in front a 
little more length. Where a neck is 
scrawny and bony the round neck is the. 
best little beauty trick the owner can 
resort to. 

A lot of mecks are spoiled by careless 
ways of dressing them. Because the V 
gives length the fat woman should wear 
it. It gives length and symmetry to the 
face. On the other hand, the skinny neck 
in a V-shaped collar reflects unfavorably 
upon the long, thin face aswell. On the 
game principle, a long, thin neck and face 
are wonderfully relieved and softened by 
fluffy ruffies about the neck. These same 
ruffies applied to the short, fat woman 
with a stubby little peck make her appear 
ludicrous.

Nothing modifies the appearance of a 
bedroom as much as varying the bed and 
dresser covers. So many Varieties of sun- 
fast materials, that look like rep, poplin, 
brocade, and even changeable taffeta, 
are now on the market, that it is hard to 
choose from among them. Solid colored 
materials dre always best in rooms with 
figured side walls, while figures and va- 
riegated colors are pretty against plain 
walls. 

A new bedspread set is-in two parts. 
The spread is ample, and covers the bed, 
feiling clear to the floor at the sides, 
where it is trimmed with several rows of 
little inch wide fringe to match. 

The pillow sham is extremely novel and 
a little hard to describe. Perhaps it will 
be easiest to tell just how itis made. A 
piece is cut in length to measure just half 
again the width of the bed. It must be 
half again as wide as the width of the pil- 
lows. For a single bed, that would make 
it fifty-four inches long, by about thirty- 
two wide. The piece is to be flatly lined 
with taffeta or sateen. About a finger in 
from the edge run a double row of astitch- 
ing Place these rows about a third of an 
inch apart and round them at the corners, 
A drawstring is to be inserted between 
them, and the whole sham puckered up 


into a sort of hood like cover, that is laid 


locsely over the pillow. It may be trimmed 
with several rows of fringe to match the 
spread. 

In the hanging of portieres, ineide cur-. 
tains, etc., the matter of style is so man- 
ifest that the latest draperies may be 
made to Jook old fashioned if not properly 
setup. The approved rule is that the cur- 
tain rings may not be allowed toshow,. In 
complying with this regulation the cur- 
tain rod is set down about six inches from 
the top of the door frame. The curtains 
are finished with what is known as a 
heading. Now the rings are sewn in be- 
tween the material and the lining. below 
this heading.
